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DEATH BY DAGGER; 
BLACK HAND ACTS. 


Defiance Meets Italian Organ- 
ization Against Blackmail- 
ers; Mariano Scardina 
Stabbed in Saloon. 


SPECIAL “POLICE FORCE.” 


Members of New Association Del- 
egated to Watch Their Sus- 
pected Countrymen Day 
and Night. 


The Black Hand yesterday gave ite answer 
to the declaration of war from the Mano 
Bianca, or White Hand—formed to extermi- 
nate the Italian blackmailers who have been 
terrorizing their countrymen in Chicago. 

While a committee of influential Italians 
was preparing to raise a fund of $50,000 
with which to fight and stam ouf the black- 
mailers, Mariano Scardina, a young Italian 
who left Buffalo a few days ago on account 
of trouble with a secret society there, was 
stabbed to death in his father’s saloon at 
69 Oak street. . 


Shortiy before the death of Scardina Max 


Friend, a wealthy wholesale liquor dealer at 


12 Green street, received a third warning 
from the Black Hand that unless he paid 
$250 within twenty-four hours he would be 
killed and his home dynamited. Mr. Friend 
had received two warnings before, but had 
disregarded them. Last night he remained 
at his home with a revolver within reach 
ready to meet any members of the society 
who might attempt to carry out their threats. 

Word that a society had been formed to 
drive the blackmailers out of town brought 
out the fact that an epidemic of threatening 
letters is on. Nearly twenty cases were re- 
ported during the day to the promoters of 
the White Hand society. 


Disguised as Saloon Brawl. 

The murder of Scardina was taken to be the 
result of a saloon brawl by the police until 
investigation was made. Then the reticence 
of witnesses showed that something ‘was be- 
hind the stabbing. 

Scardina was in his father’s saloon at 69 
Oak street in the afternoon, with about twen- 
ty other Italians. According to information 
given to Inspector Backus he was seated 
alone by a stove in the saloon when he was 
stabbed in the heart. As he fell to the floor a 
free for all fight started among those pres- 


-ent and when the police arrived only three 


or four men were in the saloon, Antonio 
Scardina, the father, and Constantino Man- 
zelle, his partner, told the police that there 
had been no fight before the killing. A dozen 
other men were taken to the Chicago avenue 
station and questioned by Inspector Backus, 
Capt. Barcal, and Lieut. Doherty. Al said 
they had not seen the stabbing and were re- 
leased, with the exception of the two saloon- 
keepers. 

Scardina had been away from Chicago for 
four years and only recently returned from 
Buffalo. That the Black Hand or some kin- 
dred society had been responsible for the 
murder occurred to the police when the elder 
Scardina said his son had been forced to leave 
Buffalo by a secret society. It was the police 
theory that Scardina had been followed from 
Buffalo by an enemy, who had escaped in 
the melee that followed the murder. 


War Fund for White Hand. 


Kroused by the boldness of the Black 
Hand blachmalers, the first steps toward 
active work by the Mano Bianca were taken 
during the day. An executive committee 
composed of some of the most influential 
Italians in Chicago was appointed. A war 
fund of $50,000 is to be raised. Nearly 
$10,000 was subscribed. 

On the theory that the Chicago police are at 
sea when dealing with.foreignera, a special 
detective force of mearly 1,000 men will be 
used by the new society and set to spy on 
the known blackmailers. A list of eleven 
suspects was prepared yesterday, and every 
movement of these men will be watched. 

It is thought there are four bandsjof Black 
Hands in Chicago, and eleven names have 
been obtained of the supposed leaders. It 
is not thought there are more than fifty}in 
the four bands. 


Demand Made for $250. 

The attempt to biackmalil Mr. Friend isa 
fair example of the methods of the black- 
mallers. Mr. Friend has a wholesale Hquor 
store at 12 Green street and is wealthy. On 
Oct. 2 he received his first warning, which 
read as follows: 

Mex Friend: At our last meeting we voted on 
you and you are to put §250-—two hundred fifty 
dollare—at the foot of the flagpole at Logan Square 
and don’t let nobody know about this, or we have 
a hard death in store for you. When you put the 
money there put this ad in the News. Here is 
the ad: 

“On my oath it ig there and nobody knows. 
M. F.“ 

Put the money at the foot of the flagpole three 
inches undérground, or we will give you the death. 

H. S. W. K. S. V. O. H. 

Two days after the warning had been re- 
ceived Mr. Friend received a postal card 
which said: Prepare. We will act soon.” 

Yesterday a third warning, marked 
„% Final,“ came. A few days ago another 
anonymous letter was received, signed by 
a Friend.“ which advised Mr. Friend to 
leave his home and go to a suburb and live 
for a time. 

Children Not Harmed. 

„Go where there are children,” said the 
letter, as one of the rules of the band is 
that they will not injure innocent children, so 
be near children as much as possible. I warn 
you because you were kind to me once, but 
if thie were known my life would not be worth 
much. Do as they say or they will make 
way with you.” 

H. Dourian, a friend of Mr. Friend, received 
a eimilar letter a short time ago. He is said 
to have paid $5 to a Greek society near Mii- 
waukee avenue and North Halsted street, 
and the letters stopped. 

We will clean out the Black Hands made 
of a month,” said Stephen Mailavo, who is 
heading the White Hand movemem. “ We 
will give the public enough evidence to con- 
vict these blackmailers, and then it will 
stop.” 4

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PEANUT DIET CAUSES STRIKE 


Sercombe’s Simple Life Colony Is 
Deserted by Several Members. 


SUIT THREATENED BY ONE. 


„Clear Thinkers’’ Revolt at Lack of 
Comforts in the Academy. 


Dissension threatens to rend asunder the 
commu nistic colony and School of Clear 
Thinking that has Parker H. Sercombe for 
chief uplifter, at 189 Fifty-eixth street. Half 
a dozen of the disciples struck yesterday, 
saying they were tired of a peanut, bean, and 
stale bread diet, with long hours in the 
gymnasium, which, they said, is nothing 
more or less than a woodpile in the back 
yard. 

The rebellion reached its height when 
Charles L. Brewer, who wears his hair Uke a 
prophet, and goes about with a straw hat 
and no overcoat im winter, prepared to start a 
suit against the pundit for $400. He alleges 
he gave that amount to Sercombe when he 
became a disciple of the simple life several 
months ago. Now he wants it back. 

Brewer is a professional knocker,” said 
Sercombe, coming in late last night at the 
rambling one story building where heteaches 
stoic philosophy. “I owe him nothing. He 
thinks he’s an author, and I'm printing his 
rubbish at the rate of $40 a page in ‘ Tomor- 
row.’ 

“Simple Life” Is Enforced. 


“Tomorrow is the magazine for people 
who think” which Sercombe has been pub- 
lishing for the last three years. It ig printed 
now at the colony. N is Sercombé’s source 
of income, but nothing much in the way of 
funds is needed there, for one of the preach. 
ments of the colony makes this point: 

“ We live simply without meats or fancy 
foods on less than one dollar @ week per 
capita.” 

Sercombe recently tacked up a notice 
in the front office, in the press and composing 
room, in the dining room, and in his studio, 
where he has an organ, a piano, a $5,000 
‘cello—so he says—and a collection of an- 
tique weapons that a collector would give 
several thousand dollars for if he had the 
money. This is ft:

He 
clearly indicated that he was seeking to in- 
flict an injury, but as I am a nonresister I 
quietly withdrew. From his actions I think 
he wanted to kick me.“

Ohio City’s Streets Are Blocked as 
Walker Makes Triumphal Entry. 


Cleveland, O., Nov. 18.—({Spectal.]—Walk- 
ing at a pace which will take him into Chi- 
cago Nov. 27, more than a day ahead of his 
schedule, Edward Payson Weston was well 
on his way to Elyria tonight. He went out 
of his way to see an old friend at Berea, 
where he took lunch. 

At 8:12 this morning the white haired, 69 
year old - pedestrian, stepped into the front 
entrance of the Hollenden hotel through 
cheering crowds that blocked the streets 
from curb to curb. 3 

He hed walked thirty miles from Paines- 
ville in just eight hours, and was forty-eight 
hours ahead of his schedule on his 1,230 mile 
tramp from Portland, Me., to Chicago, by 
which he hopes to beat the record he made 
over the same route forty years ago. 

Before leaving Cleveland, Weston made a 
short speech: 

To cure the blues, walk,” he said. “ Eat 
prunes every day, smoke good cigars or a 
pipe, and burn cigarets in a stove; eat what 
you want as often as you want; let liquor 
alone; walk, walk to and from work; go to 
bed early and take a cold sponge bath every 
morning and a salt water bath once a week.“ 

Greeted Like a President. 

Weston's tramp down Euclid avenue from 
the city limits was a triumphant procession. 
A president might well be proud of the re- 
ception given this white haired man. At 
every corner crowds were out to meet him. 
Hundreds fell in behind. His cheeririg escort 
grew, block by block, until at Euclid avenue 
and Bast Ninth street the thoroughfare was 
blocked. 

Long lines of men joined hands With these 
on either side, and with an automobile just 
a pace behind, a way for him wes forced 
through the crowds down Euclid avenue and 
East Sixth street to the hotel. 

At the same swinging gait with which 
Weston began his tramp he mounted the 
steps, hat in hand, in response to a great 
cheer. He was taken at once to a room 
awaiting him, where he ate his breakfast of 
eggs and fruit. This done, he threw off his 
coat and shoes, and in two minutes he was 
asleep. 

Tired, but Hides Fatigue. 

He was tired out as he paced down Euclid 
avenue, but his fatigue did not show im his 
pace. His legs still moved like piston rods 
of steel, but his e looked tired as he threw 
pack his chin and braced his shoulders anew 
to the racking drill. 

At 10:15 he arose seemingly refreshed, 
talked for a few minutes with the Cleveland 
men who met him when he came through 
here forty years ago, and then prepared to 
resume bis hike.”

TRACES $1,000,000; 
BANK TO POCKET. 


Examiner Moxey on Witness 
Stand Shows How Cash 
Went to Walsh and 
His Corporations. 


BOOKS PUT IN EVIDENCE, 


Vast Sums Move First to Accused 
Man's Private Account, 
Then to Railways and 
Newspaper. 


A story in vast figures was told in the 
John R. Walsh trial in Judge Anderson's 
court yesterday. United States Bank Ex- 
aminer E. P. Moxey lifted the veil from the 
secrets of the old Chicago National bank 
and showed its former president in the light 
of an Aladdin-like magician rubbing the 
lamp and producing $1,000,000. 

The government took up in earnest in the 
afternoon its gigantic task of proving the 
misapplication of $7,000,000 of deposits of 
the bank by Mr. Walsh. 

Mr. Moxey was in the witness chair and 
Assistant District Attorney Fletcher Dobyna 
asked him questions. 

More than $1,000,000 was traced through 
cash book, journals, ledgers, and deposit 
slips from the vaults of the bank to Walsh's 
private account, and from there to the use 
of the Southern Indiana and Illinois Southern 
railroads and the Chicago Chronicle. Most 
of this money was obtained, it appeared, on 
memorandum notes signed by employés 
of Mr. Walsh and backed up by the collateral 
of concerns which Walsh was promoting. 


Technical Objections Swept Aside. 

The pathway for the presentation of this 
evidence was cleared early im the day by 
Judge Anderson. Legal technicalities 
brought up by the defense against the intro- . 
duction of the books of Walsh’s corporations | 
were swept away. The government, as it had 
promised to do, proved the entries in the . 
books were made in the regular course of 
business with the bank. Judge Anderson 
also put aside the question of constitutional 
privilege raised for Walsh. No proof had 
been shown, Judge Anderson said, that Walsn 
was the corporation sole of the corpora- 
tions under fire. That question is certain 
to bob up later fora final decision. 

The main facts brought out by the gov- 
ernment through the testimony of Mr. 


On Feb. 1. 1904, Mr. Walsh obtained §90,- 
763 through a note signed by M. W. Wells. 
The collateral was $100,000 in 4 per cent Il 
nois Southern railroad bonds. The note was 
for $92,000, This was credited to the account 
of Walsh with the bank and paid inamounts 
of $26,000 to the Southern Indiana, $35,000 to | 
the Southern Indiana, and $25,000 to the Illi- 
nois Southern. 

Feb. 27, 1904, seven notes for $92,000 each 
were discounted by the Chicago National 
bank. Bach note was secured by §100,000 
Illinois Southern 4 per cent bonds. Six notes 
were paid Feb. 27 for $100,000each. The dif- 
ference between the proceeds of the seven 
discounted notes and the six that were paid 
was $89,468.88. Walsh's account was cred- 
ited with $25,000. He paid on that day $36,000 
to the Southern Indiana railroad. 

March 8, 1904, a note signed by R. J. God- 
dard for $92,000 was discounted by the bank. 
The collateral was $100,000 in Illinois South- 
ern bonds. Of the proceeds, $91,356, Walsh 
paid to the Chicago Chronicle $10,000, to tht 
Illinois Southern $25,000, and to the Southers 
Indiana $25,000. All this was charged to 
Walsh’s account and shown by the railroad 
books as coming from him. 

Bank Buys Blocks of Bonds. 

April 15, 1904, the Chicago National bank 
purchased $50,000 worth of 4 per cent South- 
ern Indiana railroad bonds at 95; $47,911 
went to Walsh's credit. That day Walsh paid 
out to the Chicago Chronicle $20,000 and to 
the Southern Indiana $30,000, 

April 25, 1904, the Chicago National bank 
purchased $32,000 worth of Southern Indiana 
bonds at 95. The proceeds, $30,008.67, was 
placed to Walsh's credit. On that day Walsh 
paid to the Illinois Southern $25,000. 

March 8, 1904, a note signed by L. R. Moran 
for $92,000 was discounted by the Chicago 


of IlMnois Southern 4 per cent bonds. The 
proceeds, $091,708, wae credited to Walsh's 
account. Of this Walsh paid $70,000 to the 
Southern Indiana and $20,000 to the Ilineis 
Southern. 

Moxey on the Stand. 

Mr. Moxey took the witness stand just be- 
fore noon and kept it all the rest of the day. | 
The results of his two years’ examination ot 
the Walsh books became apparent as soon | 
as his testimony got into full swing. The 
bank examiner is nearsighted. As he leaned 
over the big books, following with his long 
finger the history of the entries, he impressed 
those in the courtroom as one from whom 
little in the way of figure juggling could 
escape. Mis voice, in testimony, rose strong 
and vibrant, as if he was getting rid of some , 
pent ap emotion. He had wanted to tell the 
secrets of those hundreds of books for a long 
time. 

Account of Walsh with the Bank.

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MAY END CASHLESS CHECK 


Bankers Discuss Situation and 
Talk of Return to Normal 
Ways on Dec. 1. | 


With President Roosevelt's 3 
of a 150,000, 000 bond and note issue easing 
the financial situation, Chicago bankers be- 
gan. to plan yesterday for the resumption of 
cash payments. After a discussion of the 
matter in the clearing house committee the 
belief was expressed that the banks in New 
York, Chicago, and St. Louls might be able 
to return to a currency basis about Dec. 1. 

The plan is that when the situation warm 
rants the three centra) reserve cities will co- 
operate, and that the more important re- 
serve cities will be invited to take concurrent 
action. 

In view of the fact that local national banks. 
have been unable to get the amount of na- 
tional bank notes ordered by them some time 
ago, there was no evidence that they felt 
anything could be gained by purchasing the 
2 per cent Panama bonds for circulation pur- 
poses. Reports from New York indicated 
that the banks in that city would take a big 
part of the issue. So far as can be observed 
at this distance the bonds will result in a 
trading of credits between the treasury and 
New Tork. The final effect will be awaited 
with considerable interest. But at all events, 
sentimentality at least, the action of the gov- 
ernment tended to havea reassurnig effect. 


May Exchange Hoards for Notes. 

There was some question among bankers 
as to what extent people who have hoarded 
money would bring it out to invest in the 
$100,000,000 3 per cent one year certificates. 
Probably if the mater could be placed square- 
ly before a certain class of small hoarders 
the bonds would be taken in considerable 
quantity. But as a rule the people who re- 
move cash from savings banks in order to 
secrete it prefer to see the actual money to 
anything representing it. The hoarding was 
done necessarily prior to the general posting 
of notices by savings banks throughout the 
country. 

At the present time local savings banks are 
disinclined to pay out deposits for the pur- 
pose of buying securities because they could 
not ascertain that the money would be used 
for that purpose. Besides, in this situation 
the banks desire to hold as much cash as 
possible for the general good. 

The value of the Panama bonds lies in 
the fact that they can be used for the purpose 
of taking out bank note circulation. Where 
banks cannot use them there is no Incentive 
to purchase them. A 2 per cent bond in a 
10 per cent money market is lacking in at- 
traction. 


Premium on Currency Declines. 
The premium on currency locally remained 
at 2 per cent, the same as last week. Offer- 
ms are not large. The quotations from New 
York were much more favorable, bids being 
under 2 per cent, againet 3 per cent last week. 
The action of the government had a larger 
effect on sentiment in New York than it did 
in Chicago for the obvious reason that the 
New York banks have over $200,000,000 of 
government deposits, as against something 
like $5,000,000 in Chicago. 


asked for 10 per cent repayment on govern- 
ment deposits in order to increase the treas- 
ury department working balance. The situa- 
tion therefore had reached the point where 
the government, having given to the banks 
all the surplus it had, was in turn forced to 
ask some of the money back. The 
stringency has, by effecting the heavy con- 
traction in imports, cut off the revenues ef 
the government derived from the payment 
of customs ee. 

If in some way the issue of Philippine bonds 
and 3 per cent certificates can be made to 
bring any cash into the treasury, the New 
York banks will be relieved from the repay- 
ment of deposits, in need of which they stand 
so much. If the dispatches are right that 
the Philippiné 2s will be underwritten by 
New York banks, then it is possible that the 
subscription money might be largely left 
on deposit with the underwriting institutions. 
A fe days will determine whether all that 
the government had hoped to accomplish will 
be realized. Whether it is or not, there was 
genera) praise among local financial interests 
for the effort of the administration to 
ameliorate the situation. 


Praise Action of President. 
Most of the bankers agreed that the action 
of the president will have a salutary effect 
in easing the financial stringency. 

The demand for clearing house checks con- 
tined to exceed the supply. At the close 
of the day nearly $3,000,000 in these checks 
had been issued. 

The American Trust and Savings bank re- 
ceived consignments amounting to $500,000 
in rod through the United States sub- 
treasury. 
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The secretary ot the treasury last week 
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process of payment, so far as banks 
. that the sale of the bonds will 
not draw any money out of circulation, ex- 
cept so far as the issue is subscribed for by 
indiwduals who may draw their money out 
of national banks to pay it over to the gov- 
ernment. 

In that case it will immediately go back 
to the bank vaults in the form of govern- 
ment deposits. The result is beneficial in 
either way. People who have become afraid. 
of banks and have hoarded their money in 
safety deposit vaults or in private hiding 
places will naturally look to the government 
bonds as a desirable investment, The result 
of this will be to break up these private 
hoards and turn the money first into the 
treasury and then back into the banks, pro- 
vided the individuals’ bids are high enough 
to secure the bonds. 

It will be readily seen, however, that na- 
tional banks have a great advantage over 
other purchasers of these bonds. In the 
first place, they can not only use the bond 
as an investment but as security_for new 
bank notes, which add just that much te 
the cash resources of the bank which issues 
them. 


Banks Expected to Snap Up Bonds. 

In the second place, a national bank knows 
that by putting up ordinary savings bam 
securities it will. have returned to its own 
vaults in the form of government deposits 
the entire cost of the bond, excepting only 
the amount of the premium. These two rea- 
sons combined ought to be sufficient to make 
national banks put in higher bids than indi- 
viduals can afford to do, and the bonds, there- 
fore, are likely to go directly to banks, and 
not to the public. 

In regard to the certificates of indebtedness, 
the situation is similar. These certificates, or 
debenture bonds, as they are sometimes 
called, run for one year only. On account of 
the short term, they are made to bear 8 per 
cent interest. 

The secretary of the treasury has authority 
to issue $100,000,000, and no more. These cer- 
tificates were authorized by the war revenue 
act of 1898, so that in case the government 
happened to run out of money when congress 
was not in session, the treasury would not be 
embarrassed for want of funds. 8 

This section, like most other financial leis- 
lation, was drawn by Senator Allison of Iowa, 
after a conference with Senator Aldrich of 
Rhode Island. It was a separate part of the 
war revenue act, and when that law was re- 
pealed this section was left intact on the 
statute books. 

Senator Allison explained to me personally 
at the time of the repeal that the treasury 
ought to have such authority to meet unex- 
pected emergencies when, for some reason, 
expenditures happened to exceed receipts. 


Issue of Notes Justified. 


Technically speaking, the secretary of the 
treasury today proposes to issue these certifi- 
cates on the broad ground that it would be. 
extremely dangerous to the commercial! life 
of the country to withdraw the money now 
deposited in national banks. On the pre- 
text, therefore, of meeting expenditures, in 
spite of the fact that the government has 
more than twice as much as the entire issue 
of certificates, the secretary, with the hearty 
approval of the president, is preparing to 
put out this new form of public debt. 5 

It was formally decided today by Secre- 


‘tary Cortelyou, and notice was sent to nation- 


al banks and others, that these certificates 
of indebtedness will be treated as govern- 
ment bonds. That means that they will be 
accepted as security for national bank cir- 
culation. 

This means, therefore, that the certificates 
may form the basis of $100,000,000 of new 
national bank currency, or twice as much 
— ome maximum provided for by the canal 

nds. 


Premium for Notes Sure. 

Curb quotations for the new certificates in 
New York ranged about 101 this afternoon, so 
that there is no doubt about their being dis- 
posed of at a premium. 

The certificates are to be issued in denomi- 
nations of $0. This makes it convenient for 
them to be used as circulation if it is so de- 
sired. 

So far as the government is concerned, it 
will treat the new certificates as bonds and 
not as currency. That is to say, it will not 
permit them to be used as a part of the re- 
serves of banks, the law requiring that these 
reserves shall be in lawful money. This is 
a mere technicality, however, because the 
banks undoubtédly will dispose of the certifl- 
cates at any time for cash and transfer the 
amount, whenever it is necessary, to build up 
their reserves. 

It will be seen from these explanations that 


the nominal increase in circulation of $150,- 


000,000 has been provided for by the bold ac- 
tion of the president and secretary @f the 
treasury, and this nominal increase ought to 
result in an actual increase of about $100,- 
000,000, or more than the entire importations 
of gold and the national bank increases in 
the last month. 

It is no wonder that telegrams have poured 
into the treasury department and White 
house today covering the whole country from 
ocean to ocean and from the lakes to the gulf

Gotham Bankers Prepare to 
Subscribe for Them and 
Notes to Be Issued. 


REACTION ALREADY FELT 


‘Premium on Currency Slumps 
and Foreign Exchange Prices 
Show Weakness. 


New York, Nov. 18.—[Special.)—Bankers of 
this city today made active preparations to 
subscribe for the $50,000,000 Panama 2 per 
cent bonds soon to be issued, and for the 
$100,000,000 8 per cent government loan cer- 
tifleates, which are to be put out at once. 

No syndicate has been organized to take 
the Panama bonds, but bankers are certain 
the issue will be oversubscribed. A syndi- 
cate has been organized, however, to take 
$25,000,000 of the $100,000,000 loan certificates 
after the announcement made in Washington, 
late in the afternoon, that the loan certi- 
ficates, like the Panama bonds, will be ac- 
cepted as security for bank note circulation. 

It is everywhere considered’ certain that 
thie issue, also, will be largely oversubscribed 


and there might be no necessity for any sym 
dicate action. 


The statement that the treasury depart- 
ment would accept the loan certificates on de- 
Posit to secure new circulation removed 
whatever doubt may have remained as to the 
success of this flotation. 

Even in normal times this is the season of 
the year when circulation is desired more 
than in any other season—principally on ac- 
count of the demand for money for crop 
moving purposes. 


Rare Chance for Bankers. 


In these abnormal times bankers are much 
more anxious, of course, to secure additional 
circulation, and the opportunity afforded by 
the Panama bonds and loan certificates to 
take out $150,000,000 in new national bank 
notes without seriously disturbing existing 
reserves is one that the bankers are agreed 
should be grasped eagerly in national bank- 
ing circles. a 

Though none of the money, of course ts at 
mand today, the beneficial effect of the 
treasury’s action was noted in the decline of 
the premium on currency. Many men with 
currency to sell found they could obtain 
but 1 per cent for it from the money brokers, 
and brokers offered currency to bidders at 
rates ranging from 1% to 24% per cent. Gen- 
erally the demand was much less than on 
any day last week. 

Bankers expect the most fmportant re- 
sults as far as the release of hoarded money 
is concerned will accrue from the banks in 
the small cities and villages in the interior. 
A large number of these institutions, having 
no clearing houses in their respective locali- 
ties, have built up their reserves to an ex- 
tremely high point. In a large number of 
instances the reserves are in excese of 50 
per cent. 

It is considered certain that now that the 
treasury department has taken this impor- 
tant action these interior banks will reduce 
their reserves to a normal point and return 
their surplus funds to the financial centers 
for their vartoue localities. 


Oppose Getting French Gold. 


There is talk today of the resumption of 
the plan to secure gold from the Bank of 
France. The negotiations, it is believed, 
could have been carried to a successful con- 
clusion last week had the New York bankers 
been able to offer the government security 
such as is now supplied by the loan certifi- 
cates. Bankers, however, generally are of 
opinion that no great advantage is derivable 
from any further great depletion of Europe's. 
stock of gold, and counseled against any 
effort to secure a large amount of gold in 
France. 

The decline in the premium on currency 
Was accompanied by a sharp decline in the 
foreign exchange market. At the low point 
of the day demand sterling bills sold at 
4.85%, a break of 2% cents. There was a 
partial recovery at the close, demand going 
to 4.86%. Meanwhile bankers had engaged 
in London $3,500,000 in gold for import. 
These engagements brought the total for 
the movement up to between $67,500,000 and 
$70,000, 000. 


$1,880,000 in Gold Sent Out. 


Bankers continued to transfer money in 
large amounts to various places in the in- 
terior. In addition to direct shipments by 
express, there was sent by telegraphic trans- 
fer through the subtreasury $1,888,000 as fol- 
lows:

Grand Jury Probing Expected to 
Result in Indictments. 


LIGHT ON Hen FINANCE. 


Loans to Favored Few, in Violation of 
Law, Repudiated. 


New York, Nov. 18.—[{Special.}—Assistant 

District Attorney~ Robert Elder began pro- 
ceedings before the grand jury today which 
it is expected will result in the indictment 
of several Brooklym bank officials. Only 
documentary evidence was placed before the 
grand jury t , but tomorrow several wit- 
nesses, including a representative of the state 
banking department, will be called. Todey 
the proceedings had to do entirely with the 
affairs of the Borough bank, and it is likely 
the investigation in that direction will take 
two or three days more, 
4 A full statement of the affairs of the Bor- 
ough bank will be made by the directors, who 
are trying to rehabilitate the company, at 
a meeting of the depositors at the Columbia 
theater in Brooklyn tomorrow morning. This 
statement, which waa prepared tonight, dis- 
closes in detail the loan transactions which 
resulted in the retirement of two of the 
company’s officers. 


Law Violated by Loans. 

According to the statement, C. W. Her- 
mans, one of the bank examiners, reported 
that direct loans to William Gow, the bank’s 
largest stockholder, amounted to $186,438, se- 
cured by collateral amounting to $155,700; 
that these loans were in excess of 40 per cent 
of the capital of the book surplus of the com- 
pany, 40 per cent being the legal limit secured 
by loans to any one borrower. Thestatement 
continues: 

He (Mr. Hermans) reported indirect loans 
to Mr. Gow, that is to say, loans made for bis 
benefit or on his responsibility, to Frank W. 
Doolittle, his private secretary. Others con- 
nected with Ward & Gow’s business amount- 
ed to $125,145. 

“It also appears that loans were made to 
Howard Maxwell, president; to Arthur D. 
Campbell, cashier; to John S. Jenkins, who 
were associated with Gow and Maxwell in 
divers enterprises, which loans aggregate up- 
wards of $100,000. These loans to Gow, Max- 
well, Campbell, Doolittle, and Jenkins were 
secretly made, the persons named withhold- 
ing all information respecting the same from 
each and all other directors. 


Transactions Are Repudiated. 
The directors, when they had ascertained 
these facts, adopted resolutions repudiating 
the transactions referred to, calling on these 
men to make immediate restitution to the 
bank to the fullest extent of their ability, 


and demanding the resignations of Maxwell, | 


Campbell, and Gow. They also compelled 
Maxwell, Campbell, Gow, Jenkins, Doolit- 
tle, and others acting in their behalf to put 
up additional collateral, which is estimated 
by the directors to be worth at least $767,000.
